iar book, magazine or article that is 
desired, volume after volume for re¬ 
search -this is the library. “How to 
find a book" is a chart which gives 
the index of the library. It shows a 
definite classification that includes a 
certain scheme for numbering each 
book of the circulating section. The 
index of authors simplifies the work 
of the person at the loan desk as well 
saves time for the one who is 
looking for a copy. The circulating 
collection begins on the right wall of 
the main reading room and extends 
into the student’s study, the second 
door on the right. In the study is 
found the fiction section of the li¬ 
brary proper. To the right, of this 
room along the south wall is the ref¬ 
erence shelf on which encyclopedia’s 
are placed for use only in the read¬ 
ing rooms. The second door to the 
right adjoining the reference section 
is the Teacher’s Reading Room and 
Theological Library combined—an 
ideal place for meditation. Periodical 
occupy the first four lower shelves 
around the entire room of the library 
known as the main reading room.

In the center is a magazine rack 
filled with practically all of the lead¬ 
ing current magazines which deal 
with Home Economics, Education, 
History, Science, English and various 
other subjects taught in the Univer¬ 
sity. Placed at regular intervals from 
this central location are tables ar¬ 
ranged for study and reading. Just 
opposite the Periodical rack is the 
Reader’s Guide composed of a num¬ 
ber of catalogues—that serve as in¬ 
dex to all magazines on file. Just as 
the catalogue of authors is an index 
to the fiction collection, the Reader’s 
Guide is the index of all the maga¬ 
zines. 


There is a special table convenient¬ 
ly located near the entrance that is 
used for the “dailies.” The recent ad¬ 
ditions are the last books seen when 
leaving the library. They are usually 
attractively displayed so as to catch 
the eye just before stepping out This 
collection includes the latest books 
published. 

The librarian is happiest when most 
of her books are in circulation for 
she feels that she is rendering a ser¬ 
vice by surveying the demands of the 
reading public. Miss Burney has 
made a choice collection. It is through 
her efforts and influence that the 
growth of the library at the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee Junior College is 
what it is.
